Rousing Reception at Pittsfield. 


Magnificence at"Wyndhurst." 


Another Cabinet Meeting. 


The pleasantest day that the presiden- 


tial party has spent in Berkshire was 
Friday, and that in spite of the rather 
unpleasant weather. The presence of the 
party gave the society of Lenox some"" 
thing to think about, and was the occa- 
sion of one of the most brilliant of social 
events. The dinner party at Wyndtmrst, 
John Sloane's palatial residence, was a 
remarkably brilliant aff.tir. The day in- 
cluded a conference of President McKin- 
loy and the cabinet at Adams, the trip to 
Plttslleld and his address to the crowd 
there, which was marked by the attend- 
ance of ereat numbers of school children; 
the drive to Lenox, where the president 
saw a part of the big golf match and con- 
gratulated the winner and his wife; and in 
the evening the dinner party and the re- 
ception at Wyndhurfit. which were re- 
markable for the beauty and elaborate- 
ness of the decorations. Today the presi- 
dent will return to Adams, where he will 
lay the corner-stone of the new memorial 
library building. The president's drive to 
Lenox was uneventful. lie occupied Mr. 
Sloane's victoria and was drawn by two of 
the finest cobs from the Sloane stables. 
Nearly every house along the highway 
from Pittsfield to Lenox was decorated 
with flags and bunting:. 


At I'ittofiold. 


The reception at Pittsfield was clouded 


by storm and uncertainty. It was known 
that the party would arrive at 1.05 by the 
regular train from North Adams. Long 
before that time the depot platform was 
packed. There was a delay, and the reg- 
ular 1.16 express for the West pulled into 
the station before the arrival of the North 
Adams train. It was 1.20 when the train 
drew into the station. Mayor Hawkins, 
ex-Senator Dawes and his son were there 
and some other Pittsfteld men of promi- 
nence. John Sloane a. few minutes before 
drove up in his own buckboard, and be- 
hind wns Mr. Sloane's victoria, which he 
had placed at the disposal of President 
and Mrs. McKinley. As soon as the train 
stopped the crowd cheered; the mayor 
and Mr. Dawes, with some members of 
the city council, entered the car and 
greeted the president and party cordially. 
Mr. Plunkett stooj on the car platform 
smiling and content. 
First came the 


mayor ond Mr. DIIWCF, with Pronident 
McKinley and Mrs. McXinle/, both of 
whom smiled as the crow'd took up the 
cheer behind. A platoon of police soon 
cleared the space from the car to Mr, 
Sloane's carriage, and in a moment the 
line of march was taken up. The presi- 
dent's carriage if as surrounded by the 
children, and he often removed his hat 
and bowed, while Mrs. McKinley smiled 
und waved her handkerchief. 


The carriage was stopped directly in 


front of the park which was filled to the 
last inch with a struggling mass of young 
Americans. Maj. McKinley, as he said 
afterward, never received such a joyou^ 
reception from the rising generation as 
he did at this time, lie had stated em- 
phatically when he received an invitation 
*rom Mayor Hawkins to simply stop the 
carriage for a moment at the park, that 
he would not under any circumstances 
make any remarks. Tbe tremendous en- 
thusiasm of the school children, coupled 
with nia well known lova for children in 
general, were too much tor the president, 
however, and he rose in his carriage and 
made a short address to them. 
He was 


introduced by Mayor Walter F. Hawkins. 


President McKinley removed his hat 


and facing the crowd at tho park, spoke a 
few words as follows : "Mr, Mayor and 
citizens of Pittsfield: I desire to express 
my appreciation of tho gracious welcome 
which you have given me as I journey 
through your city on nay way to Lenox. 
One of the moat gratifying conditions to 
be found today is that splendid feeling of 
amity, friendship and fraternity existing 
in all sections of our own country 
These boys and these girls whom I have 
Been around me in such vast numbers this 
afternoon in a little while must take up 
the great duties of citizenship. We have 
today a Union stronger and better and 
firmer than it ever was before; and if 
these young people continue to practice ! 
lives of morality and virtue, they will be | 
the better prepared to carry forward tills ' 
great' nation to still greater glory. 
I 


thank you and bid you all good-by." 


The crowd cheered, and soon Mr. 


Plunkett had the carriages in line, and 
the party drove down East street and 
thence through Bartlett avenue and I^ast 
Housatonic street to Lenox. Mr. Plun- 
kett's tally-ho was drawn by bays and 
grays. Mr. Sloane's carriage, in which 
was the president and his wile, by four 
grays, it ia estimated that fully 5,000 
people saw him at the park. Several 
citizens followed in carriages. 


At W]mllinr»i. 


The president'^ party arrived at "Wynd- 
hurbt," John Sioano'a palatial home In 
Lenox, at 2.20 o'clock, where they were 
received by Mrs. Sloane and her daughter, 
Miss Evelyn Sloaue. Lunch was soon 
served,and at Us conclusion the president, 
Secretary Alyer and 
Attorney -General 


McKenna and W. B. P.unkett entered 
closed carriages and were taken to the 
Lenox golf course, where the finals were 
being played lor the Lenox cuj , The 
party wero met at the entrance to the 
linKs on Yokum avenue by William Doug- 
lass Sloane, president of the Lenox golf 
club and brother of the president's host. 
As the president entered the grounds the 
flag of the Lenox golf club was lowered 
and the American flag run up. 
The 


party was escorted to the tent on tho 
greens, where they were served with tea 
mid reireshments. 


The president tiien had as informal re- 


ception. Mr. Sloane presenting the visit- 
ing golfers and distinguished guests oMhe 
club to tho president. 
Ainous those who 


paid their respects were. The Spanish 
minister, Senor De Lome; Admiral Carter 
ot the Pacific squadron, and Baron Von 
Reichnean, charge d'affaires of the Ger- 
man legation. It was the intention of Mr, 
Sloane to haye tho president and the 
party witnass the finals for the cup, but as 
there was rain falling the trip around the 
links was abandoned. At the conclusion 
of the reception T,he president went out on 
the greens, where Mrs, Arthur H. Fenn, 
wife of the winner of the Lenox cup, was 
presented to the president. As BIr. Fenn 
came up the greens the president ad- 
vanced to meet him and was introduced 
by Mr. Sloane. In congratulating the 
winner the president said: "I am glad to 
meet you on the field of battle, I have 
heard you have won a hard-fought fight." 


Tho party returned to "Wyndhurst" at 


G o'clock. Soon after the president re- 
tired to his apartments, which were at 
the southwest corner of the house, com- 
manding the mo4 sightly view. 
The 


grounds about "Wyndhurst" were sud- 
denly lighted up by thousands of red, 
white and blue electric lights, which were 
strung en wires ail about the extensive 
estate. The sight was magnificent. Every- 
where over the broart acres of lawn were 
clusters of lights in designs and letters. 
The largest design was the words, "Our 
president.'' Not only were the grounds a 
blaze ot electric light, but the house was 
also brought out in strong relief by elec- 
tric lights. The battlement on the front 
of the house looko^ like an illuminated, 
fortress, and the tower on the east of the 
Louse was brilliant with a eountlesa num- 
ber of lights strung on wires about it. 
The flag-pole was lighted with lamps of 
alternate red, wfitte and blue. Daring, 
the evening the Lenox band of 18 piecesi. 
Edward Wheeler leader, serenaded the 
party. The musical program was mado 
up largely of national aiva. 


The dinner given by Mr. Sloane Friday 


evening to the president and party was 
elaborate with decorations of American 
Beauty roses and electric lights. The 
dinner was served at S o'clock in the large 
dining room opposite the Sloane recep- 
tion room. Thn dining room, trrj'ob is 
furnished, in white and maroon, waa a 
bower of American Beauty roses, which 
were all grown in Mr. Sloane's conser- 
vatories. The floor of the dining room is 
of polished inlaid oak and at the north 
end is a beautiful colonial tile fireplace, 
with mantel and mirror, with clusters of 
electric lights on either side. The table 
which was oval and about 20 feet long 
stood on a costly and beautiful Turkish 
lug. All the electric fixtures, including 
the grand chandelier, were trimmed in 
American Beauty roses. 


The table decorations were entirely of 


flowers. At each cover where the women 
were seated was a bouquet of reses tied 
with red, white and blue ribbon, and at 
each plate for the men of the party was a 
boutonniere of half-blown roses. 
The 


center-piece oi the table was a floral 
American eagle in motion, the wini,s of 
the eagle moving slowly as if in flight. 
In one talon was a red, white and blue 
electric light. 
The president entered 


the dining room with Mrs. Sloane. Mr. 
Sloane escorted Mrs. McKinley. Letters 
and telegrams of regret at their inability 
to attend were received from Vice-Presi- 
dent Garret A. Hobart, Secretary Cor- 
nelius Bliss and Secretary Long, 


The dinner was of 12 courses, and the 


party did not leave tho table until 0.30. 
During the dinner the band played a pro- 
gram of quick-steps which was much en- 
joyed by the guests. Tho reception which 
followed was the first formal affair which 
the president has taken part in since corn- 
ing to Berkshire. 
The reception took 


place in the beautiful reception room, 
which was liko the dining room, beauti- 
fully decorated. Tho president and Mrs. 
McKiuley were assisted in receiving by 
Mr. and Mrs. Sloane, Miss Evelyn Sloane 
and Miss MeKinley. The guests were 
first introduced to Mrs. McKinley, then to 
the president and then the others of the 
president's party. Nearly all of the Lenox 
cottagers and their guests were present 
Many of the townspeople were gathered' 
about tho grounds enjoying the brilliant 
illumination and music. No rain fell dur- 
ing the evening until obout 9.30, so that 
the enjoyment of the occasion was not 
marred.

The president will be escorted from the 
Plunkett residence to the Memorial build- 
ing site by Sayles post and visiting veter- 
ans. Sanford post of North Adams held a 
meeting last right to plan lor attending 
the exercises. A special train will run 
from North Adams, leaving the north end. 
at 3.15 o'clock. The exercises begin at 4 
o'clock. The reception that will ba held 
tonight by Mra. C. T, Pluukett at Forest 
park in honor ot Miss Mabel McKinley, 
Miss McKenna and Miss Grace McKinley, 
who will arrive from South Hartley to 
visit her relatives, will be a very informal 
affair.

The Pioneer brings a 
report of a landslide near Sheep Camp 
on the Chllkcot pass last Sunday morn- 
ing, in which 18 men are said to have lost 
their lives. Only one body is said to 
have been recovered, that of a

named Choynski, a cousin of Joe Chcyn- 
ski, the prize fighter.

story was brought to Skaguay on Sun- 
day evening by three men, who told it 
in such a way as to leave no doubt as to 
its truthfulness.

dirt which had been loosened by the 
unprecedented hard rain that has been 
falling continuously for the past month. 
All the bridges on the Skaguay river 
have been washed out and the river is a 
raging torrent.

Produce markets have been uncertain, 


closing a fraction higher for both wheat 
and corn, while the decline in cotton 
continues. 
With 8 1-4 cents paid for 


spot at the end of August, cotton has 
dropped 11-2 cents, or 18 per cent, in less 
than four weeks, in spite of a remarkable 
revival of manufacture. 
Fever in some 


Southern cities has not been largely in- 
fluential, and the main factor has been 
a general impression that estimates are 
as misleading as they were when the 
yield was the greatest on rcord. 


Wool sales at Boston have decreased

Properly Blade Cider. 


Few people realize that a great deal 


of experience and skill are required ^o 
make a good quality of cider, either 
for immediate use or 
for 
vinegar. 


Juice squeezed from windfalls gath- 
ered indiscriminately, without regard 
to the proportion of sweet and sour 
appples or the state of maturity, is 
not cider, nor can a good product be 
made from such stock. 
Discard en- 


tirely all the first apples that fall. They 
are not only immature but usually ara 
wormy and are fit for nothing but stock 
food. Then gather the fruit as it falls 
or becomes mature, keeping the sweet 
and sour varieties separate. Pile in 
heaps under the trees, first putting 
down a layer of straw or 
hay, 
or 


spread tRem over the floor of a fruit 
house or shed. Allow them to remain 
until they have mellowed somewhat. 
The excessively tart taste will disap- 
pear and a part of the starch change 
into fruit sugar. Before taking to the 
mill pick over and throw out all ap- 
ples that have begun to decay, then 
mix the sweet and sour varieties 
in 


such proportions that the higher fla- 
vor of the acid kinds will supplement 
the body of those containing a larga 
percentage of saccharine matter. 


Cider made from this kind of stock 


will answer fairly well for immediate 
use, hut if wanted for drinking in tho 
fall and in the early winter, make from 
well-matured late varieties. The qual- 
ity of the fruit is then better and the 
conditions of the atmosphere are such 
that that the alcoholic ferment is read- 
ily developed but not the acetic 
or 


vinegar-forming kind. This cider will 
remain sweet a long tine. The best 
n^ethod of preserving cider is to heat 
it to 17o degrees F., place in air-tight 
packages and seal while hot., follow- 
ing the methods used in canning fruit. 
If carefully put up the cider v.ill keep 
permanently and be as sweet the sec- 
ond summer as when first made. The 
objection to this method is that the 
flavor is slightly 
changed. 
When 


opened, fermentation will set in just 
as it will with canned fruit.—Agricul- 
turist.

My Dear Jane:

In my last communication I promised 


to tell you something of my methods in 
pickling and preserving. In the very 
fiist place do away with the Sd«a which 
some people seem to have that anythmp 
N good enough to preserve. 
Only the 


most perfect fruit or vegetables should 
be used, for "specked" fruit, however, 
carefully the bad spots may be cut out, 
will never be quite satisfactory. 
An- 


other thing, do not try to use brown su- 
gar; white sugar is really as cheap and 
produces the finest syrup. 


At the present time, nearly every one 


nses sealed jars in which to put the fruit, 
instead of stone jars, as formerly, and 
thi;re are good reasons for this. In the 
first place It requires less sugar—the old 
rule of pound for pound not being ob- 
served with them; and agair; the fruit re- 
tairts its natural flavor to a greater de- 
gree. When the fruit is to be pxit in the 
sealed glass jars use only three-quarters 
of a pound of sugar to a pound of fruit. 


A granite ware kettle is the best utensil 


tor cooking the preserves, but if any 
other material is used be sure that it is 
thoroughly seouied before using. 


One vexatious thing which sometimes 


happens is the accumulation of mold on 
the top of the irult. Some people will 
tell you that this, Indicates that the con- 
tents are In excellent condition. Well, 1 
prefer mine In excellent condition with- 
out the gray-green covering, and so, attei 
filling the jar, I pour a little melted 
paraflne over the top, which quickly har- 
dens into a thin cake. This can be easily 
re-moved, and used at another time. The 
parafme is tasteless and perfectly haim 
less.

PICKLED ONIONS. 


Take one-half peck of onions, peel and 


put in about one cup of salt, and pour 
over enough boiling water to cover the 
onions. Let wtand over night, drain, and 
do the same for three nights. Then covei 
with cold, sharp vinegar and spice, using 
whole spice. Let them stand a week be- 
fore using. They are cooked enough by 
the applications of the boiling water.

Potato Rot. 


This matter of the potato rot is prob- 


ably the most serious of all the injury 
the long rains worked, because the po- 
tato is one of the crops of which the 
greater part at least goes into the fam- 
ily cellar either for food or for seed. 


As treatment o£ infested fields, dig- 


ging the potatoes as soon as possible 
after the disease is noticed is. recom- 
mended, but first rake the vines to- 
gether and burn them. 


The dug tubers should be left to dry 


thoroughly and the sound ones be 
stored where they can be kept dry and 
cool and with a 
good circulation of 


fresh air. A damp, warm, close cellar 
favors tho growth of rot. 
Air-slaked 


lime, a handful or so per bushel, may j 
be dusted over -the freshly harvested 
potatoes to destroy 
any 
adhering 


germs. 


From the nature of the disease no 


one would think of attempting a sec- 
ond crop upon an infected field until 
some years have elapsed. 
Probably 


much of the trouble cornea from the 
seed not being free from disease. If 
possible, seed should be obtained from 
a locality where rot has not appeared. 


Where vines have been dead for a 


month or less do not leave the tubers 
in the ground any longer than necessa- 
ry; burn the vines; let the potatoes 
<lry off thoroughly, then, if not to b9 
marketed at once, store in shallow 
Dins, in a dry, cool, airy place, being 
••in aftil that all rotten potatoes are ex- 
Unded. 
Decayed potatoes should be 


removed as soon as detected.—Prot 
Halsted in Philadelphia Ledger.

To preserve currants and cherries 


whole in bunches prepare them as you 
v, ould any fruit, allowing the three-quar- 
ters of a pound of bugar to each pound of 
fruit; when cooked drain them from the 
syrup, and then dry them on a stove or 
very moderate o\en, adding to them a 
quantity of powdered loaf sugar, which 
\\ill alouly penetrate the truit while the 
lir(uid part of the syrup slowly evapot- 
atts. Pu'. the bunches on a sieve and 
dry on the stove, turning every six or 
eight hours, and every time you turn 
them sprinkle with powdered sugar. 
When thoroughly dried lay in a drawer or 
Inrge box so that the bunches will not 
touch each other. Any kind of- fruit may 
be preserved in this way. 


PRESERVED WHOLE BERRIES. 
Do not use over-ripe berries; have them 


fi'm and whole. Into the granite ware 
kettle put a pound of sugar and a cup- 
ful of water for every two pounds of 
truit, and let the water and sugar come 
gradually to a boil. Fill the jars about 
tv. o-thirds full of the uncooked berries 
and fill up to the brim with the syrup. 
Now put the jars in a pan of very colcl 
vuiler on the stove and let the water 
heat until boiling and the fruit becomes 
scalding hot. Then remove them and seal 
tiffht. 
I have kept fiuit this way for 


years. 


At this season of the year there can be 


bad fine green tomatoes and these are de- 
licious when preserved. Slice six fresh 
lemons without removing the skins, but 
taking out the seeds, and add to one 
peck of green tomatoes; add to this mix- 
ture six pounds ot sugar, common white, 
and boil until transparent and the syiup 
is thick. A little addition of ginger root 
may be liked.

Wipe ST"| slice good tair apples; up? 


skins, sc ^f. and all; cook them soft in 
c'der enough to cover 
them; 
strain 


through a rloth laid in a sieve; add one 
pound of sugar to one pint of juice and 
toil a few minutes. 


GRAPE JAM. 


Separate the skin and pulp, boil the 


pulp sufficiently to rub tlnough a sieve 
all but the skins, to this add the skin 
and to every pound add three-fourths 
of a pound of sugar. Boil until T\ ell cooked 
taking care that it does not burn. 


BLACK CURRANT JELLY. 


Take ripe black currants mash them 


and allow a wine grlass of water to every 
quart of currants; cover closely, set over 
a moderate fire, and when boiling tak° 
cut and squeeze through a jelly lag. To 
each pint ot" juice allow three-fourths of a 
pound of white sugar. Let the sugar dis- 
solve, and then boll not longer than ten 
minutes—lest it become too tough.

Boil and skim the sugar, and when quu,- 
clear put in the rind, and let it boll two 
hours; remove the rind, boil the syrup 
again, pour it over the rind, and let it 
remain all night. In the morning boil 
the syrup with lemon juice, allowing 
one lemon to a quart of syrup. When it is 
thick enough to hang in a drop from a 
cold spoon pour over the fruit which 
has "previously been put in the jars. Fill 
the jars about two-thirds full of the 
melon, and fill with the syrup. This is a 
most delicious preserve.

A special meeting or convention of the 


city council and the school committee was 
held Friday evening for the purpose of 
electing a successor on the school com- 
mittee to Rev. A. B. Church, who re- 
signed his position on the board when he 
accepted the call to the church at Akront 
Ohio. There were 17 councilmen present 
and three school committeemen. 
The 


members of the school committe present 
were: Chairman D. A. Anderson, W. H_ 
Pritchard and George Hopkins. 


The convention was called to order| by 


Col. Bracewell, president of the council. 
The first business was the choice of a. 
chairman. Mr. Anderson nominated Mr. 
Bracewell for that office and he was 
elected. The next business was the elec- 
tion of 
a secretary, and 
City Clerk 


Brooker was chosen. The call of the 
convention Was then read, and the con- 
vention was ready for the business for 
which it was called. 


Councilman V. A. Whitaker nominated 


Oscar A. Archer of Blackinton to fill the 
vacancy and the nomination was seconded 
by Mr. Ptitchard. The chairman rose to 
put the name of Mr. Archer to the con- 
vention when E. S. Wilkinson rose and 
snid that it gave him great pleasure to 
also second the nomination of Mr. Archer. 
It was not necessary for him to say any- 
thing on behalf of Mr. Archer to secure 
his election, but he thought it better to 
give «ome information on the conditions 
that present themselves under the cir- 
cumstances. 


We all know Mr. Archer, said Mr. Wil- 


kinson, his life is an open book. He is a 
man of 
unquestioned 
integrity, fair- 


minded and one who weighs everything 
that he does and does what be thinks is 
right. He was a member of the school 
committee under the town form of gov- 
ernment and served to the complete sat- 
isfaction of the citizens. Certainly no 
man gave more time to the office than 
Mr. Archer. There are two reasons why 
a man trout Blackinton should be chosen 
to the membership of the committee. 
There are eight schools at Blackinton and 
Greylook and under the laws a member of 
the school committee of this city and one 
from the committee 
of Willlamstown 


have full control of schools without any 
interference. 
This makes it important 


that a member of the achool committee be 
chosen from Blackinton. It takes time 
to confer with the principal of the schools 
and I can't see how the necessary confer- 
ences could be held with the school com- 
mitteeman for that district in this city 
and the principal in Blackinton. In other 
words more responsibility might be placed 
on the principal than should rightfully 
be. Besides, children who go to work in 
mills must have certificates, and how 
much easier it would be for parents to 
call into Mr. Archer's office and get the 
necessary certificate Mian it would be for' 
them to come over to this city for them. 


Mr. Anderson made what he considered 


a necessary correction in the remarks of 
Mr. Wilkinson and gave the convention 
to understand that the matter of certifi- 
cates is wholly In the hands of the school 
superintendent. 
Mr. Wilkinson asked 


Mr. Anderson if Mr. Archer had not given 
the certificates when he was a member of 
the school committee. The chairman of 
the present board acknowledged that Mr. 
Archer did give the certificates, but at 
that time the school committee was act- 
ing in error. He had just looked up the 
law and assured himself that the matter 
of certificates should be left entirely to 
the superintendent of the schools. 


A letter was read from Mr. Chippen- 


dale, a member of the school committee, 
which expressed regret at Mr. Chippen- 
dale's not being able to be present be- 
cause of illness. 


The name of Mr. Archer was pnt to the 


convention and it was unanimously en- 
dorsed, ihe vote being 16 to 0 in its favor. 
The convention then adjourned.
